Such -food goes into making) 
scores of vital products. But it also 
appears that the living body quick- 
ly scraps and replaces many of 
them. It’s something like a man 
who might turn in his car for a 
new one every week. 


These findings have come from 
use of radioactive blood as a 
sleuth to solve some mysteries of 
human health and sickness. The 
studies are being conducted at the 
University of Rochester as part of 
a long¢erm project headed by Dr. 
George H. Whipple, of the Medical 
School, and described by Dr. Wil- 
liam F. Bale, Professor of Radia- 
tion Biology. 


The work is being done with 


lysine made of radioactive carbon, 
which can be traced. wherever it 
goes. Lysine is one of the 20-odd 
amino acids or bricks from which 
all proteins are formed. A living 
body breaks down proteins in food- 
stuffs into the individual bricks, 
and then reassembles them into 
the proteins it needs. 


The radioactive lysine is fed in 
food for dogs or rats. Most of 
ithese tagged bricks have entered 
‘the bloodstream within 24 hours, 
'Dr- Bale said. | 


The Rochester scientists are try- 
ing to learn where the body as- 
sembles its various kinds of pro- 
teins, where they go, and what 
they do. Apparently, they find, 
many of the proteins found in 
blood plasma are made in the 
liver. But others are produced in 
other body tissues. 


Half of the tagged plasma was 
found to disappear in about three 
days. If this same rapid turnover 
‘applies to humans, it suggests that 
human bodies scrap most of their 
plasma proteins and produce new 
ones every week or so. 


Some of the protein bricks in 
plasma may be simply food in 
transit, heading for various des- 
tinations. Others are important and

One of these is antibodies, which 
help fight disease germs. 


Other investigators have made 
labeled antibodies in the labora- 
tory and injected them into ani- 
mals. Such studies show that anti- 
bodies made by an animal appar- 
ently are scrapped and replaced 
within two weeks.. Injected anti 
bodies are destroyed about as rap- 
idly as those made within the body 
itself, but are not replavea. The 
bricks from which they were made 
then may be used by the body to 
form other kinds of proteins. 

Tests with antibodies showed 
another significant thing. When 
the need for antibodies was over, 
the animals’ body largely stopped 
making them. But when the need 
arose again, the body produced 
them again, faster than the first 
time. The body factories seemed 
to “remember” how to do the job. 

One thing the Rochester workers 
are trying to learn is where these 
antibody factories are located.

Early in the war years, Army 
engineers transformed 8,000 acres 
of cow-pasture, bogland and rocky 
coastline into an efficient air 
field. 


Harmon, leased from Britain, 
sits among a semicircle of hills 
and opens to the sea. Weather 
isn’t too bad and fog closes the 
field less than four percent of the 
time. It is an Air Transport Com- 
mand Field, but it is also an alter- 
nate airport for Gander. ,, Last No- 
vember, for instance, it was used 
by 141 commercial airliners of 16 
different lines. 


During the war it handled as 


many as 1,400 aircraft, 17,000 pas- 
sengers and 8,000,000 pounds of 
priority mail in a single month. 

The field, along with two others 
equally strategically located, has 
turned Newfoundland into a sort 
of Gibraltar of the air.

~ Dwight D. Eisenhower, President of

No. university speech before has had 
the national audience which this one will 
have. It is important that Pres. Eisenhow- 
er speak. It is likely he will take the po- 
sition stated so precisely sometime ago to 
the Republican boom-makers—that he 
was not availiable and, furthermore, that 
he did not believe a military man should 
be a candidate “for high political office.”

-sustained, and our people will have 
greatest confidence that it is so sus- 
tained, when life-long professional sol- 
dier:, in the absence of some obvious 
and overriding reason, abstain from 
seeking high political office. This truth 
has a possible inverse application. I 
would regard it as unalloyed tragedy 
for our country if ever should come the 
day when military commanders might 
be selected with an eye to their future 
potentialities in the political field rather 
than exclusively upon judgment as to | 
their military abilities.” 

Certainly that is not simply an epistle 
to the Republicans. Upon the basis of that 
one may surmise only that the Democratic 
Eisenhower boom-makers will be deflated 
as were the Republican boom-makers. 


We regard the General as one of our 
great Americans. We would not at all be 
disturbed with him in the White House. 
It is not our purpose to whoop up booms 
or to cry them down, but to analyze the 
situation and comment upon it. The Demo- 
cratic poverty of leadership and of unity 
persists. If the Eisenhower threat is re- 
moved, we see Chief Justice Fred Vinson 
as the man most likely to be presented as 
the “stop Truman” candidate.

Harper’s magazine, in an excellent article on 
Harry Truman by Richard H. Rovere, com- 
ments on it as follows: 

“For a while there, afte: Harry Truman moved into the 
White House, everybody was amused by the fact that there were 
Harry Trumans everywhere you turned—driving taxis, selling 
you a hat, filling your teeth and paying off a second mortgage 
on the stucco bungalow next door. There was something com- 
fortable if a little ridiculous about it: the presidency, after more 
than 12 years of prodigiousness, had been abruptly cut down 
to front-porch size. 

“Now, with the elections coming up and the darnedest things 
going on across the street and over the fence in the neighbors’ 
yards, a lot of us kind of wish the President were bigger: not 
quite king-size, perhaps, but a little more than life-size. We 
don’t quite trust Harry to know what to do about inflation and 
Palestine and civil rights and Stalin. We don’t quite trust him 
because we don’t quite trust ourselves. 

“For the real joke about Harry’s turning up behind counters 
and at ticket-windows everywhere was that he really did. That 
man in the White House and those other fellows were one and 
the same. The President, God save us, was us—more completely, 
perhaps, than any of his predecessors had been. Not the best 
in us, as Lincoln was, nor the weakest in us, as Harding was; 
just us. ; 

“If, then, as Mr. Rovere thinks will happen, the American 
people reject Mr. Truman in November on the grounds that 
he has not measured up to the situation, they will in a sense be 
voting themselves out of office, admitting their own inadequacy. 
Perhaps it has been a subconscious awareness of that fact which 
has made all of us so half-hearted about the rival candidates in 
the field. We are afraid we (and Harry) are not up to the job; 
but we wish we were, and we mistrust anyone who thinks he 
could do better. So the,only man for whom there has been 
anything like wholehearted enthusiasm is Eisenhower—the one 
man who has made it quite clear that he doesn’t want and won't 


take the job.” 
Truth There is great logic in that analysis. For a while there, 
after Harry Truman took office, with great humility and 
requests for the prayers of the people in-his behalf, we seemed to 
take a substantial pride in him. 

“Why, he is very much of a human being,” we said, “just a 
plain American.” The cartoonists had a field day. 

There seemed to be those who were relieved to have him in 
place of Franklin Roosevelt, who certainly was no average man, 
but one of mentality, knowledge and ability far above the average. 

Some had become a little afraid of him—because he was a 
really outstanding man. The same thing was true in Great 
Britain. There was an uneasiness about Winston Churchill, once 
the war ended. He was far above the average and there was a 
feeling of distrust about him. Roosevelt died. The Britons voted 
Winston Churchill out, and took refuge in government headed 
by average men. 

Neither they nor we have been happy about it.

If it is true, as it seems, that we don’t quite trust Harry be- 
cause we don’t quite trust ourselves, then that, too, is disturbing.

actually are pained when we get strong men with leadership and

The American “political system is productive of mediocrity. 
In fact, it makes it downright dangerous to be other than an aver- 
age sort of person. The usual political candidate is strong on 
insisting he is an average, second-rate sort of fellow. 

If he were to suggest to the electorate that he believed himself 
above the average and possessed of intelligence superior to that 
of the average citizen, he would be bested at the polls in favor of 
some fellow who kept a toothpick in his mouth and who talked 
about how much he was like everyone else. 

When we get a man with leadership and strength and an intel- 
ligence better than the average, there are always those who get 
scared about it and fret continually. 

Harry S Truman is as American as bacon and eggs for break- 
fast; as American as hot dogs and the seventh-inning stretch. He 
is the natural product of our system, the average American, with 
average flaws and blemishes. So, we are going to kick him out for 
the “Deus ex Machina.”

Isn't There a Catch 
To It, Somewhere? 


Ed W. Hiles, Executive Vice President of the 

Georgia Savings and Loan League, Inc., writes 

ee in comment upon a recent column here dealing 

with the vast numbers of new homes and apartments being built in 

Greater Atlanta. Mr. Hiles read in that column a “between the 

lines” criticism of local builders for “what you apparently feel is 

discrimination against prospective home purchasers in the moderate 
income class.” 

Well, to be frank, I was somewhat puzzled, at the time of writing 
that column, about the problem of the family which could make 
no heavy down payment on the purchase of a home and could not 
afford a monthly rental of $125 a month. Which, judging from the 
advertising columns, seems to be the favorite rental figure now- 
adays. 

in Mr. Hiles’ letter he says, “One Atlanta builder is building 
homes which are being occupied by Veterans at a cost to them 
including taxes and insurance of approximately $27 per month.” 

I know one family, Mr. Hiles, of mother, father and three chil- 
dren, seeking a home. They’ve never found anything like the places 
you describe. True, the father is not a Veteran. What is the down 
payment on such a home? Where can one be found? How can a 
non-Veteran, unable to pay a heavy down payment, secure decent 
housing at a price commensurate with a moderate salary? I know 
the family I mention would like this information. 


National Statistics Mr. Hiles quotes national] statistics on new 


home construction by different income 
groups. I quote again from his letter. 


A national survey shows that in 1947 20 percent of all new 
homes were built at a cost which could be handled by the 15% 
of all families who fall in the $1,000 to $2,000 bracket. The 
survey shows further that 23% of new homes were in the $4,500 
to $7,000 class and could be financed by the 20% of American 
families in the $2,000 to $3,000 income group. 25% of the new 
homes were within the financial reach of the 18% of families 
with incomes between $3,000 and $4,000. In other words, 68% 
of the homes were built at a cost which could be met by families 
with a maximum of $4,000. The survey shows that if any in- 
come group has been discriminated against, it has been that 
group who could afford homes costing in excess of $12,500. 
While 21% of the families fall in this category, only 14% of 
the homes completed in 1947 were in the $12,500 and up 


bracket. 


There is one point anent the average family budget which 
Mr. Hiles ignores. True, it is based on a condition for which the 
builders are not responsible. That is, the heavy increase in the 
cost of food, clothing and other family essentials which do not 
come under the heading, “housing.” “ 

My point is that, cost of essential foods being what it is today, 
the family budget is so disrupted, the balance so changed, that I 
do not see, for instance, how a family with not more than $2,000 
annual income can meet payments even on a $4,500 house and at 
the same time secure the proper nutrition required by growing 


children.

modern prices of essentials. For soon the only possible place to 
skimp on the family budget will be the dinner table.

The Republican platform spoke of the “cruel- 
ly high prices,” but then dismissed the whole 
matter with a generalized program of orthodox 
economics, such as reducing the cost of govern- 
ment, stimulation of overlapping, duplication, 
extravagance and excessive centralization in 


government. 
Those are phrases that have appeared in 
every Republican platform for many years and 


are sufficiently vague, particularly, for example, 
to the narried housewife who has to count s0 
carefully these days. 


In their platform Republicans blamed the 
Democrats for high prices by declaring that 
the government “has not effectively used the 
power it possesses to combat inflation, but 
deliberately has encouraged high prices.” To 
this the Democratic retort is that additional 
powers were needed and that President Tru- 
man asked Congress for them, including 
stand-by controls, but Republicans refused to 
give them te him, which is, of course, the 
fact, whatever merit there may be in the 
argument on both sides. 


This serves to point up, however, the differ- 
ence in approach by the two parties which will 
form the basis of debate during the campaign, 
at least at the outset.
